If the soul of the average citizen is

Take the case of Joan Guthrie—a. girl 


of good family, pretty, well educated, and 
refined, with a comfortable home and a 
mother of whom she was sincerely fond 
to the end. This girl, attracted to Social- 
ism at the age of 18, drifted naturally 
into the suffragist movement because her 
education and environment had tended to 
fill her mind with splendid dreams of 
eervirg the cause of humanity, of doing 
something toward the social redemption 
of her less fortunate fellow women. At 
the outset, as her mother's evidence at 
the coroner's Inquest showed, her social- 
istic tendencies interfered but little with 
her sense of duty to her family

the ranks of militancy, and, here again, 
ail her motives wera admirably unselfish. 


She longed to do something good and 


great with her life, to spend it In the 
service of the social enfranchisement of 
women. In this sacred cause she found 
that which satisfied her fierce cravlaf 
for physical and mental excitement "To 
prove her faith in woman's economic In- 
dependence she went on to the stage, 
and refused for several years to take 
money from her mother. To refute pos- 
sible charges of possible feminine vanity 
and instability of purpose she seriously 
mutilated her face. 


Then followed the madness of mili- 


tancy, the highly strung exalt? tlon of 
ideals working themselves out in pitifully 
futile demonstrations of window smash- 
ing and assaults on policemen; of hun- 
ger strikes in jail, and all the horrors of 
forcible feeding, endured in the true spirit 
of martyrdom.

seldom sinks into the abject poverty that 
the medical men had in mind. But let 
him 
loss 
his health, either through 


some prolonged sicfcriess or through im- 
moral living, and a chief asset of his 
earning power Is taken away. This loss 
of the ability to earn is the principal 
cause of the normal person falling into 
poverty. 
Previously he may have been 


cramped financially and have been hand- 
icapped by the narrowness of bis means, 
but he had a greater Income and was 
supporting: himself, probably a family or 
other dependents in addition- 
Such a 


situation can hardly be called poverty. 
But when a man or a family becomes in- 
capable of self-support, then the level of 
real poverty is reached.

POOR SPELLERS.

withal, good advioe may be tc 


better prepare students along . certain 
practical lines in which. It is said, they 
are now lacking: gravely. For instance, 
the Chicago Herald suggests that th« 
school children of today are bad spellers. 
There are denials—often in the form oi 
very successful spelling matches, but tha 
young stenographers, it is certain, often 
make glaring- errors. The Chicago Her- 
ald discusses this phase in the follow- 
fie" 


The fact cannot be questioned that 


Chicago men of affairs have repeat- 
edly complained, in letters and inter- 
views, of the extremely pour speiiius 
of many public 
school 
graduates. 


A spelling- "survey" made by a com- 


mittee of teachers and principals at- 
tempts an answer to these questions. 
In the opinion of the committee the 
school graduates are 
good 
or fair 


spellers so far as "their own vocabu- 
lary" is concerned. They fail to give 
a satisfactory account of themselves 
only when asked to spell words in a 
business "or professional 
vocabulary 


with which It is unreasonable to ex- 
pect them to be familiar. 
And the 


committee, alter attacking 
Enjrllsh 


spelling as senseless and barbarous, 
absurd and contradictory, anyhow. 
conclude that "re-thing- but constant 
drill and close attention to a reason- 
ably limited number of words can 
guarantee correct spelling of one's 
useful vocabulary." 


Now. 
this conclusion is sound and 


intelligent enough, but It embodies ex- 
actly the idea of the business men 
who have been demanding more and 
better drilling in the fundamental?. 
The business men do not expect 
school graduates to know how to 
spell every 
technical and unusual 


term, but they believe that "one's 
useful 
vocabulary" 
should 
Include 


all words used in ordinary business 
and commerce. To indict the Eng- 
lish language Is, of course, as idle 
and futile as it is to indict a whole 
nation, or a whole generation. Radi- 
cal spelling reform is not coming very 
fast, and few want It to come fast— 
if at all. There is no alternative to 
acceptance of current usage and fit- 
ting school courses thereto. If the 
school graduate will spell properly- 
the words reasonably 
included 
in 


'one's useful vocabulary," the griev- 
ance of business men will fade away, 
the problem will be happily solved. 
All that is necessary is an agreement 
as to what "one's useful vocabulary" 
naturally covers, and an Inquiry, one 
fancies, would show that the Intelli- 
gent business man does not expect 
too much, does not sigh for perfec- 
tion in speiiii.fc. 
So, there are changes suggested and 


changes protested—and the American boy 
seems to be Improving, Just the e&tce.

Advices received by- Huertaista repre- 
sentaitves here tonight were that he 
was far in the lead over the two other 
candidates—General Garcia Pana and 
Refugio Velasco. 


Huerta is not a candidate. He In- 


sists that he is backing none of the 
trio. Yet should Lascuram win, it 
would mean that the man whom Con- 
stitutionalists have all along1 insisted 
was the actual president Mexico had 
been elected at an election that at 


: least would be as legal as any held 
in Mexico since the days of Forfirio 
Diaz. 


Lascuratn was minister of foreign 


affairs 
under JIadero. Under the 


Mexican constitution he should have 
succeeded the president when Madero 
and his vice-president were slain. He 
resigned to the congress that Huerta 
dominated. 
The 
Constitutionalists 


have insisted that the resignation was 
Illegal. 


LASCTZRAIV CANDIDATE. 


Lascurain was suggested to th*

About it was a piece of 
undershirt and a waist of fine texture.

Is Last Report 


AN FRANCISCO, July 4~0f- 
ficials o£ the clearing house 
have partial advices from 
Washington about the pro- 


put into circulation when the 
twelve ne-ft federal reserve 
banks are established on a 
working basis within a few 
weeks. Prepared designs for 
the new currency include 
notes of $5, 810, $20, $50 and 


$100 denominations. The portrait on the face of 
the new $5 notes is Lincoln's, the back showing a 
harvesting machine and allegorical figures typical 
of farming. Cleveland's portrait is on the $10 notes, 
the back having a manufacturing scene. . The $20 
note has a steamship, train and other things typical 
of commerce on the back. Its face has a picture of 
Jackson, 
On the $50 bills Grant's face is shown, 


while Franklin's picture is placed on the $100 bills. 
The two latter bills contain scenes typical of the 
arts. Black ink is to .be used on the faces of the 
bills, while their backs will be printed in green ink. 
It will probably be late in August before the new 
currency is put in circulation. 
Congressional Campaign Livens 


If a dispatch from Washington this week is cor- 


rect. Congressman Raker of the Second District evi- 
dently thinks he does not need much time to mend 
his fences for a re-election. The telegram states that 
Raker is among the American delegates to the con- 
ference of the Inter-Parliamentary Union at Stock- 
holm, beginning August I9th. This will be Raker's 
third race. The Republicans have registered strong 
in the district, while the Progressives are weak. The 
middle of last June the Republicans had 17,000, 
Democrats 14,000 and Progressivs 5000 in round 
numbers on the register. The Progressives will not 
have a candidate for Congress in the district^ .and 
up to now a strong- Republican candidate has not an- 
nounced himself. Take a glance at one or two of the 
other districts. Congressman C. F. Curry in the 
Third District is conceded to have a very good 
chance for re-election. He defeated Frank R. Dev- 
lin, the Progressive, last time. Devlin will not enter 
the contest this year. In the Eighth District the 
Democrats have got a wealthy candidate in the per- 
son of Dr. J. B. Bullitt of San Jose. Congressman 
Hayes is very strong there. Judge Clarke of Ven- 
tura, Progressive, failed to beat him last time. L. 
D. Bohnett may make the Progressive race this fall. 
Competent judges think the chances of the Demo- 
cratic aspirant in the Fourth District against Con- 
gressman Kahn are very slim. In the First District 
the politically elusive Congressman Kent will have 
the fight of his life. Influential Democrats are up 
in arms against indorsing him. His ambition is to

finance both fights and will liberally do so. Hart 
will again be the Republican candidate in the dis- 
trict.

Women for Judicial Honors 


Interest in the contest in San Francisco for Stipe- 


rior Judge has been heightened by the appearance 
of a woman candidate in the person of Miss Claribel 
David. It is safe to say that there will- be twenty 
candidates for the eight positions on the bench, all 
hoping to be among the sixteen highest at the 
primaries who will have to be voted upon at the 
November election. The candidacy of Miss David 
has a two-fold significance. It is another illustra- 
tion of the political activity and ambition of women 
in California in the three fields of federal, state and 
local Again, she is the second woman in San Fran- 
cisco to aspire to the office of Superior Judge. It 
has been publicly announced that Miss David is the 
first in this respect. This is a mistake. The first 
one.was Lucy Goode White, niece of Judge Benja- 
min B. Tarver of Tennessee and grand-niece of John 
M. Marshall, one of the most famous of the Chief 
Justices of the United States Supreme Court. Thfs 
was two or three years ago when there were four 
vacancies on the bench and when candidates ran un- 
der party designations. Miss White was on the" So- 
cialist ticket and was one of the eight highest chosen 
at the primaries. At the regular election she was 
badly beaten. It will be of interest to recall her con- 
test. Before the primaries she was not a regularly 
licensed attorney. After they were held she was 
examined for admittance to the bar before the Ap- 
pellate Court and failed to qualify. Attorney Frank 
W. Sawyer, who was the ninth highest at the 
primaries, then sought by -court action to get his 
name on the ticket for the regular election in her 
place. He sought a writ of mandamus against the 
Board of Election Commissioners. The Superior 
Court, however, denied the writ on the grounds that 
the primary law does not relate in any manner to 
the eligibility or ineligibility of a candidate and that 
her name should remain on the ballot. Sawyer ap- 
pealed to the Appellate Court, but it denied him re- 
lief. This explains Miss Goode's peculiar position 
in that fight and her defeat. Miss David is far from 
having such a handicap. 
An Historic Encounter 


It has been a long time ago since those two rich 


Comstockers, John W. Mackay and Charles W. Bo- 
nynge, indulged in fisticuffs in the old Nevada Bank 
building on Montgomery street. The San Francisco 
of those days was full of thrills. This encounter 


was one of them. Mackay was the aggressor. Their 
wives had gone to conquer London and Paris so- 
ciety. They were pioneers in the new large Amer- 
ican colonies of. those two great metropoli. Of this 
quartet, the widow of Mackay alone survives. The 


the combat of the husbands, the jealousy of the 
two women in foreign society and the long success- 
ful social careers of both of them. As the story 
runs, the women were spiteful in their remarks 
about each other. Mackay became incensed at Bo- 
nynge when he obtained what he deemed positive 
proof of Bonynge's caustic remarks on the social 
pretensions of Mrs. Mackay in Paris and London as 
contrasted vrith lier Pacific Coast life. 
Bonynge 


lived with his wife in London many years and the 
two families were never reconciled. Mrs. Mackay 
has long lived in Europe. Her husband preferred 
American life and business activity* and spent $80,- 
000,000 building up a great telegraph system in 
spite of the bitter opposition of the Western Union. 
Mrs. Mackay's decision to live in Europe was a great 
trial to her husband. He bitterly objected to it and 
once told a friend of mine he had ample grounds to 
obtain a divorce on the ground of desertion. But he 
never did start such an action. His two sons ob- 
jected. On the tragic death of one of them in Paris, 
Mackay continued to listen to the advice of the son 
now living in New York. He not only prevented a 
divorce action by the father, but at times got him 
to visit his mother in Europe. When he died in Lon- 
don Mrs. Mackay was with him. Mrs. Mackay's 
daughter married into the Italian nobility. Bo- 
nynge's two daughters are finely married in British 
society. One of them is the Viscountess Deerhurst 
The other daughter, Louise, is the wife of Lieuten- 
ant-General Sir John Grenfell Maxwell, who may 
become commander-in-chief of His Majesty's forces 
in India one of these days. 
Richest Duke to Come 


Cheever Cowdin, or rather J. Cheever Cowdin, for 


he is very fond of parting his name in the middle, 
is quite the lion with the peninsular set. The Duke 
of Westminster is to come here for the big polo 
tournament during the exposition and society folk 
down Burlingame and Menlo Park way give Cowdin 
the credit for persuading the titled Britisher to 
come. Cowdin has his promise to attend and he be- 
lieves the duke is very much in earnest about the 
matter.

Labor, and Twin PeaHs 


A peculiar situation attaches to the big undertak- 


ing of the proposed Twin Peaks tunnel, the four- 
million-dollar project which it is estimated will re- 
quire 650 days in its building. Bids from contract- 
ors are soon to be called for. The State insurance 
law for workmen applies in this case. Companies, 
firms and individual contractors, who are figuring 
on making bids, have applied to the big casualty in- 
surance companies for their premium to carry the 
insurance risk for the workmen they will have to 
employ. The casualty concerns have refused to 
take the risk in spite of offers to pay an excess of 
the regular premiums on tunnel work and resultant 
accidents. In this case one of the agents for a big 
casualty concern told me it is thought the risk is 
extra hazardous . owing to the peculiar formation 
and loose earth strata to be bored. The bidders will 
call attention this fact and expect the Board of Pub- 
lic Works to suggest a way out of the dilemma. A 
successful bidder cannot think of carrying this em- 
ployes' risk alone and expect to make any profit. 
He realizes that if he makes his bid high enough to 
justify his assumption of the risk he will fail to be 
the lowest bidder. Four of the largest casualty com- 
panies have refused to write the risk for would-be 
bidders. The latter, under these circumstances, are 
going to suggest to the city through the Board of 
Public Works that it share with the successful bid- 
der this risk and make due allowance in the figures 
for the job it deems a fair and reasonable price. 
Some very big contractors want this heavy job. 
How the employers' risk phase o£ the work will be 
adjusted remains to be seen. 
If History Repeats Itself

dice until he had lost $190.

Commanding 
the situation in a menacing way, he demanded the 
return of his money, got it and invited the man- • 
ager out on the street for a fist fight. His invita- 
tion was not accepted and he walked away. For the 
sake of his own good name at home, he was afraid 
to prefer a charge and have the man arrested. But 
he has been telling his friends about town of the 
episode. With loaded dice the victim has no chance 
at all. His money vanishes like a fresh, thin layer 
of snow in a flood of sunshine. The crooked gam- 
bler can throw any kind of a hand he washes to. 
The dice are loaded so that the winning hand will 
always come up on the side of the box. When the 
gambler knows by a quick and deft feel of the dice 
in the box that they have come to a rest he slides 
them out. The victim shakes them up any old way 
and throws them out, and his is naturally a chance 
throw. By waiting for the dice to settle and then 
sliding them carefully out, the crooked gambler can 
win every time. A certain storekeeper sells loaded 
dice and other crooked gambling devices to the

The national commission in 
preparing to hear arguments for this advance in 
fares has, it is said, called for a statement from the 
Pullman Company about its revenues and expenses. 
It wants to know particularly about the v,-ages of 
Pullman car porters and conductors and how either 
in theory, or practice, or both, it shifts much of 
their compensation per month on the traveling pub- 
lic through the medium of tips. Some large rail- 
roads do not use the Pullman equipment. They 
have their own. The Chicago, Milwaukee, St. Paul 
and the Canadian Pacific are notable examples in 
this respect. In the matter of wages arid tips the 
Pullman people expect to get the testimony of these 
roads "before the commission to try and help bolster 
their case. The eventual decision of the national 
body will be of great interest. This is especially 
true on how it may affect the tipping system and 
its probable influence on the California board. As 
adding interest to the general question, attention 
should be called to the bill just introduced in the 
Senate by Senator Works. It prohibits tips to por- 
ters and waiters on trains and steamboats in inter- 
state commerce.

The first two propositions are the most important. Under the 


initiative we have so large a number that the Secretary of State 
has been forced to order a book of nearly one hundred pages for 
the instruction of the electorate. As THE TRIBUNE has staled 
many times, the proposed eight-hour law is doubtless among the 
most vicious. It was no doubt drawn in good faith, but if enacted 
It means the ruin of the fruit industry and irreparable harm to 
the agricultural interests of California, 


Since THE TRIBUNE took this matter up it is noted that 


sven the papers most energetic in urging the passage of the in- 
itiative law are fighting this proposition. The Stockton Record, 
for example, is fain to admit the imperfection of permitting a 
dissatisfied minority forcing the voters to cast their ballots on a 
measure such as has been alluded to. The Visalia Times makes 
a comment on conditions in the following words: 


The initiative in practice is not working out as it was 


pictured in theory. Of course a great many proposed 
measures will be voted down, but it is going to require a 
lot of money and a lot of work to defeat some proposi- 
tions that are a menace to California, and for which 
places are assured on the ballot. 


We note that people all over the interior of the State 


are finding it necessary to organize to fight the universal 
eight-hour proposal, the work-for-everybody measure 
and the proposition to turn the care of wild game over 
to the tender mercies of market hunters and commission 
men, three proposals that no Legislature would ever have 
had the nerve to consider seriously. As regards the liquor 
question, each side is finding that it must organize to 
fight an initiative measure. A great menace faces Cali- 
fornia in several initiative schemes, and it appears pos- 
sible to get any kind of a crazy idea on the ballot. 
a 


The Hollister Free-Lance has this to say: 


Another Socialistic initiative measure providing that 


the Stete shall become a manufacturer and employer 
will appear upon the ballot in November, The petition, 
which has been received by Secretary of State Frank C. 
Jordan, provides for the creation of a board of public in- 
dustry supported by an appropriation of $5,000,000, part 
of which shall be used for the purchase of factories, land 
or anything necessary to give employment and to pro- 
duce articles which shall be sold direct to the people. 


The board will have the power to make contracts of all 


kinds and to engage in all business, from selling peanuts 
to publishing newspapers. Any citizen who takes an 
oath that he is unable to find employment must be given 
work, and if there is no work this board must provide 
him with the necessities of life. Wages will be above 
the stipulated minimum of $2.50 for those over 18 and 
$1.50 for those under. 


The Farmers' Protective League, in addition to oppos- 


ing the universal eight-hour law, will also work to defeat 
the Utopian measure, the most attractive feature of 
which is the proposal to furnish idlers with free board, 
free lodging and free clothing. 


The league is being organized actively throughout the 


State and hundreds of citizens, workingmen as well as 
merchants, are rallying to its support in the campaign to 
defeat proposed legislation which, if adopted, would ruin 
*he agricultural interests of California. 


That the universal eight-hour legislation has not the 


endorsement of the American Federation of Labor is 
shown by the evidence of Samuel Gompers, its president, 
who in testifying before the federal industrial commis- 
sion, declared his opposition to such legislative regula- 
tions. 
Last, but by no means least, comes the Chico Enterprise,

be allotraJ to trail another closer than 
100 yards on the grades. This will allow 
dust to settle and make for safety in 
case brakes should fail. Again he will 
probably have every driver keep his car 
In gear on the down grades, not allowing 
any coasting 
or depending 
on brakes 


alone to stop In cases of emergency. 
In 


both these moves he will receive the 
hearty support of all autoists. 


In climbing the Wawona grade from 


the Valley to Glacier Point the Bulck 
Six was the very first machine- to make 
the ascent over this road, according to 
the rangers who stated that official ma- 
chines had come in over the grade but 
none had ever been able to go out over it 
before. 


The trip to Tosemlte should be made 


by all motorists, but all cars are not able 
to make It neither are all drivers quali- 
fied to handle the grades. The grades 
are steep, sandy in most instances and 
really dangerous Tor Inexperienced moun- 
tain drivers and cars not in perfect con- 
dition. 


Were It not for the assistance given

Sam Belford. a prominent Democratic 


politician and attorney, also mentioned as 
an oppponent of Newiands for the Demo- 
cratic nomination, has refused to enter 
the race. He is, however, openly opposed 
to Newiands' re-election and has caustic- 
ally criticised Newlands' vote on tariff 
measures. 


"With the Progressive party without a 


candidate and its strength thrown with 
the Republicans.

den, alias John A. Harmon, alias 
John Lenin, ex-convict, tall-breaker 
and forger, who -was captured as he 
stepped! from a train In Eugene, Ore., 
by Yolo county- Deputy Sheriff Hlll- 
houee and Southern Pacific Detective 
Green, led the officers a merry chase 
of nine weeks following his escape 
from the county jail here. 


The officers returned to Woodland 


this morning -with Bogden and later 
i«ok him to the baertuueulu uuuiily 
jail, where all felony prisoners are 
kept now since the break of Bogden. 


The flight and pursuit of Bogden 


reads more like fiction than fact. 
Time after time the prey would fly 
when the net of the law was Just 
about to close on him. 


afnnlty. Nettle Daly of Sacramento. 
From place to- place, wherever Bog- 
den happened to be, he would write 
and Inform this woman of his move- 
ments and the letters were turned 
over to the police. It has been a path 
as crooked as the man himself that 
Bogden has traversed since his es- 
cape. 


He has been reported from Wheat- 


land, Gridley, Orovllle, Vallejo, Pine 
Ridge, Fresno, Walnut Creek. New 
j-uglaud. ilUii, Weed, Redding and 
numerous other cities of the state, but 
hts trip to Eug-ene. Ore., was the 
first time he went beyond the borders 
of California. 


At one time In Sacramento Bogdeii 


was nearly captured at the house of 
tbe Dalv woman, but the raid of the 
officers was timed a. minute short and 
their man had just left. 
Again he 


-was seen In the brush of the moun- 
tains of Placer county, but was away 
before he could be taken. His last 
movements were made known from 
Weed, where he wrote he was leaving 
for Oregon on July 2. The officers 
immediately left for that point and 
•when he stepped from the train yes- 
terdav morning Hillhouse and Green 
arrested him. 


Since his last break for liberty, 


Bogden is alleged to have been carry- 
ing on his old life of crime, having 
committed robberies, 
forgeries and 


Fold stolen goods on numerous occa- 
sions. His first alleged Infraction of 
the law since his break was the forg- 
ing of a check for $28 at Walnut 
Creek. 


Later, at Gridley, he robbed the 


office of the Southern Pacific rail- 
road, obtaining $14 m cash and two 
pay checks. These had already been 
paid, but the signatures on the back 
were erased and he managed to cash 
them a second time in Heading with 
the aid of a woman of the night life 
of that city.

BEKLDf, July 4—A "morals re- 


form" wa\e is under way in Germany, 
the absurd extremes of which threaten 
to give the fatherland the name of 
"Germany the Prude" For years 
Germans have spoken with contempt 
of the pnidlshness of the English and 
pointed with scorn at the "hypocriti- 
cal morals" of America, especially in 
matters of art, whether on the stage, 
in sculpture, on canvas or in print. 
For some months now German c»n- 
sorship in the domain 
of art 
has 


reached a point where America and 
England may well laugh at German 
prudlshness. 


Extremes in freedom or reform arg 


usually followed by a reaction. Ger- 
mans have been proud of their natur- 
alness in morals and lack of prudish- 
ness and hypocrisy. 
The freedom of 


the discussion of sei relations and 
kindred subjects, in print and in con- 
versation, often 
startles Americans 


and Engllsn. Quite contrary to pre- 
»<iAiiiig opinion, 
Lilt) iioeily oi. Hie 


American press is very circumscribed 
in comparison with that of the Ger- 
man press 
The freedom of tho lat- 


ter borders on license. 
Caricatures, 


jokes, pictures and articles are printed 
that would cause daily shootings and 
lynchlngrs of editors and reporters in 
the United States.

passed its third reading in the House of Com- 
mons at Ottawa, and is now before the Senate. 
The text of the bill, which co" PI the entire Do- 
minion, is as follows. 
"3d Session 12th Parliament 4 George V., 1914. 


"THE HOUSE OF COMMONS OF OTTAWA. 


"Bill 179 


"An Act to amend the Criminal Code. 


"His Majesty, by and with the advice and con- 


sent 
of the Senate and House of Commons of 


Canada, enacts as follows. 


"1 
The Criminal Code, rhaoter 146 of the Re- 


vised Statutes, 1906, is amended by inserting- the 
following: section immediately after section 406 
thereof 


"406A. Every person who tnowlnglv publishes 


or causes to be published anv advertisement fo»- 
either direcclv or indirectly promoting the sale or 
disoosal of anv real or personal, movable or im- 
movable propertv, or anv interest therein, con- 
taming any 
false statement or representation 


which is of a character likely to or Is Intended to 
enhance the price or value or such proDertv or 
any interest therein or to promote the sale or dis- 
posal thereof shall be liable upon summarv con- 
viction, to a fine not exceeding- two hundred dol- 
lars or to sis. months' icipnsormeEt or to both 
fine and imprisonment"
